The Daimios with that subtle 
j[l^obcry which is inherent in every Asiatic 
an^ seems to bo cultivaied as one of the 
highest virtues in Japan, through their 
mouth-piece Satsuma state in a despatch ad- 
dressed to Colonel Neale on the 2lst August 
''4b'at>tbey are not bonnd'by or raepbasible for 
the consequences' of the' treaties of lha 
Tycoon with foreigners, that the Tycoon 
alone wiia aiiHwerublo for the murder of Mr. 
Richardson, as ho alono liad permitted for- 
eigners to couie into Japan contrary to law 
and cuatoii: — and thai uiulur no circuinaluticcs 
could ho or would he comply with the da- 
rn,,,, la mnilc Iiv Orent Britain: this (iiiihble. 
ings but perfectly rcconcileablo with the 
Asiatic view of correct dealing, we will not 
$ay honor for wc bclievc tbat word does not 
possess a syDonyaie ia the Japaoese vocabu- 
lary, nor is tbd'qbklily khown'atiibngst Asia- 
tics, cost the Dairaios dear, for one of the 
inimcdiate consequences was the bombard- 
ment and almost complete destruction of tho 
oily of Kagosima, tiie burning of eisht large 
ships, and the blowing up of several powder 
'tnagaziDos. 
' 'The difficoUies are by no roeans over, but 
the attitude assumed by Admiral Kuper, and 
the prompt and energetic measures taken by 
hini seem to have inspired Ibb European 
rasideDfs with oonfideooe in tho ultimate 
triumph of the Briiish cause. It seems to 
have been a concerted and deep laid plan on 
the part ol tho Diiimios to gel rid of foreign- 
ers aUogolher. Mis-«nidod, mis-governed, 
and backward in civilizalion, so fur, at all 
events, as political economy is coacerncd, the 
inbabitaota of Japan hare always, as a 
nation, been averse* to" enoourWgiiig friendly 
relations with barbarians, allhougb, so far as 
the private merchants are concerned, their 
intense love of gain, and keen ideas of trade, 
override all national prejudices and give them 
a leaning towards outside traders for the 
sake .of ,lbe profit, accruing to tbpm. as in- 
dividuals out ol'aii foreign oorhmeroial Irans- 
nctions. Wc could almost suppose, from Ihe 
favor with whicli these trndors are known to 
regard foreign merchants who have money 
to spend, thai the rogima uf the Tyeoon and 
the Dainiios will soon have an end. As 
orientals intermix with 'the outside world, 
their ' national prejudices seein lo'looiie 'sb'tne- 
wbat of their impenetrability, and we shall 
not^be surprised to see a good edect resulting 
from Ihe present struggle in the gradual open- 
ing up of trade with Japan, ofler Admiral 
Kuper has dune his duty,, which has been so 
well com'mebced, t>y bringing the Dairaios to 
their senses. - '"

shall not know who is responsible for these 
funds. In the existing state of want of room 
.and accoDuqodationi it is hardly, pojsible 
that mote tbBa,onQ.ooinii^t^9«>,of the House 
should sit at*one'ttme,lkud itis hard to say 
how distant is Ihe day on which the Probate 
Couit may bo taken up. Certainly, for n 
colony of tho importanco of Vancouver 
Island, the whole arrangement of civil judi' 
cature, in its adminislration, courts and ofii" 
eera, isat preseint.io a moat deplorable con- 
dition'.' IF business is to be brought to a 
dead lock, wo can only say thai it ia rapidly 
making its way in that direction, and the 
sessions of the House of Assembly, and of | 

all inoonveniebced and embarrassed by cx 

istiog arrangements. 

With regard to the locality of tho Supreme 
Court much may bo said. Tho present aite 
ia most inconveuloni, and if ibo suggestion 
which has been so frequently made, of lo- 
oatiog all tbe Coarts lOf Law oii, tbe rsile oi 
the present gaol and Police ''fidrracks,"oould 
be carried out, public time would not he 
wasted in the di.igraoeful manner in which 
it is. now frittered away, from non-attend- 
ance of parties concerned in cases, or in tho 
conduct of them. Under existing circum- 
stances the waste of lipe -.and con- 
sequent waste of money is incalculable. 
If tho courts wcro in the centre of tho 
businesa part of tho city, it would bo 
iiig tho proper buildings wuuia DO uouoi 
be bgasiderable, believe, tbat.it would be 
true'eoonomy in the end to place them there, 
and we shall be glad to see tho matfer taken 
up and carried out in Parliament. The legal 
profeeaion is represented in tho House and 
wo are confident the member for Salt Spring 
mast be well aware of tbe evils arising from 
theipresanti.orrap2ements.! It Is to be hoped 
that be will take action to endeavor to remedy 
existing incouvouicncos.
